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The phantasmagoria was 
a particular application of 
the magic lantern which 
was used with frightening 
effect in the early part 

of the 19th century. The 
technique of rear-screen 
projection was used 

to create images on a 
translucent screen that 
was hung between the 
lantern and the audience. 
The pictures projected on 
the screen were usually 


demons, ghosts, skeletons, 
witches and other macabre, 


grotesque and fearsome 
figures. These could be 
made to rapidly grow 
larger on the screen, 
giving the impression 
they were rushing towards 
the audience, then at the 
last moment a shutter 
over the lens make them 
disappear, leaving an 


agitated audience in partial 


darkness. The sound of 
thunder and supernatural 
noises could be used to 
heighten the effect. Many 


different frightening effects § a zy 


were possible.

During the 1920’s and 1930’s, H. L. 
Cornforth’s Clothing Store advertised 

via glass slides provided by clothing 
manufacturers and shown at the Bijou 
Theatre, where they were projected onto 
the screen perhaps before the movie or 
during intermission, while the movie reels 
were re-wound. Below are scans of those 
slides. Some of them are B&W while later 
ones are in color. Notice that a few have a 
misspelling of “Cornforth” as “Comforth”’. 
The earliest slides contained instructions 
to display them during various particular 
months of 1923. They were manufactured 
by the following glass slide companies:

Concealed vest pocket camera was 
introduced in October 1886 and continued 
to about 1892. Size no. 2, weighing | 3/4 Ib., 
was a larger version being 7 inch diameter 
camera which took 2 1/2 inch diameter 
photos which can be used for magic lantern 
images and sold for $15 in 1889.

Thompson’s detective revolver camera 
was made by the Parisian instrument 
maker A. Briois, and introduced in 
1862. Four negatives were exposed 
on a 3-1nch circular glass plate. Fewer 
than ten examples of this camera 
remain. Other disc cameras of the 
period included one made by Sands 
and Hunter, the Magazine Detective 
Camera, which was rifle-shaped and 
took 18 pictures on a disc. See the

Stim camera. The smaller model took plates 5.5 
inches in diameter. 

The original R.D. Gray design was apparently 
purchased by C.P. Stirn, a German manufacturer, 
and sold by them in Berlin. C.P. Stirn’s 
‘concealed vest camera’ was marketed in 
America by Stirn and Lyon, sole agents for 

the USA and Canada. It was introduced in 
1886, and available until around 1892. There 
were two models, one 6 inches in diameter, the 
other 7 inches, the glass discs being somewhat 
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smaller in each case. There were six 
pictures on each disc, but these were 
individual pictures, not intended for 
motion studies. The larger model 

took pictures 2.5 inches in diameter, 
which were suitable for making into 
individual-image positive plates by 
contact printing, for use in magic lantern 
projection. Advertisements claim that 
18,000 cameras were sold 1n four years.
